Members of the S.T.O.R Regional Youth Coalition from 
Bracken County High School and Augusta Independent 
Schools launched “Sticker Shock” - a campaign targeting 
parents and other adults to remind them not to provide alco¬ 
hol to underage youth.

Celebration 1839-1939 
History of Brooksville 

Religious Institutions 
Continued 

Brooksville Christian 
Church 

The Christian Church at 
Brooksville was constituted 
October 31, 1842, with Wm. 
Marshall, Geo. H. Fronk Sr., 
Darius Day, John B. Morford, 
Lemuel Wyatt, John Fronk 
Sr., Chas. H. Day and many 
others. 

A lot was purchased in 
1859 from Thornton M. Dora 
and wife, at cost of $100.00, 
and in 1860 the first church 
was erected. 

It was remodeled in 1916 
and burned February 18, 1923. 
The present building was ded¬ 
icated June 15, 1924. 

No record of early church 
officers were found until in 
1870, P. T. Cook of Bethel, 
Ohio, moved to Brooksville 
to teach. He united with the 
church and took an active part 
in the church, both financially 
and in service, until 1920 he 
was hurt and was kept from 
attending church services. Af¬ 
ter many months he was able 
to go to church, and continued 
his death in 1925. 

The present membership 
is 200 and the minister Rev. 
Philip Durham. 

St. James Church 
and School 

Catholics have been in 


Bracken County since the be¬ 
ginning. Bracken for whom 
the county was named, was of 
Irish descent. Mission priests 
made trips on horse back 
through this section. 

Rev. Samuel H. Mont¬ 
gomery, in 1840, came from 
St. Mary Parish, Covington. 
Rev. J. McSweeney, pastor of 
Maysville, in 1853, had under 
his care a station at Milford, 
which at that time included 
Brooksville. Rev. A. M. Toe- 
bbe, afterwards Bishop of 
Covington, and many others 
were among the early mission 
priests who said mass in the 
homes of people here. 

In 1859 Dennis O’Brien 
settled in Brooksville, and his 
home became the first pasto¬ 
ral residence. A permanent 
beginning of the parish was 
made in 1866 by Rev. Alto S. 
Hermann, O. S. B., pastor of 
Augusta. 

On August 22, 1866, Den¬ 
nis O’Brien deeded to Rt. Rev. 
G. A. Carroll, D. D., first bish¬ 
op of Covington, the ground 
on which the church, residenc¬ 
es and school now stand, as a 
donation to the parish. The 
church structures have grown 
from the first “a mere shell” 
to the present brick church, 
brick rectory, four-room brick 
school, and two story frame 
residence for the Benedictine 
Nuns, who teach the graded 
and high school.

The Persian poet and mystic Rumi was 
intoxicated by love and his poems are so filled 
with outpourings of love for his fellow man, 
for creation, and for God that one is almost 
embarrassed upon reading them. When 
reading his poetry, one feels almost as if one 
is reading the intimate diaries of someone 
who is gushing over his beloved: “When I am 
with you, we stay up all night. When you're 
not here, I can’t go to sleep. Praise God for 
those two insomnia’s! And the difference 
between them.” Rumi taps into the almost 
infinite longing within all of us to be united to 
our beloved, and ultimately, to be united to 
the source of our very existence. The mystical 
epiphany for Rumi was that what we have 
been seeking has actually been seeking us, 
and we need not go to the ends of the earth to 
find it because it's actually within us: “What 
you seek is seeking you.” Rumi tells us “The 
minute I heard my first love story, I started 
looking for you, not knowing how blind that 
was. Lovers don't finally meet somewhere. 
They're in each other all along.” We all long 
to reunite with the primal source of our being. 
The ancient Greeks explained this by saying 
that before birth we were joined to a 
complementary being which was essentially 
our other half. Nowadays people talk of 
having a God-shaped hole within us. Rumi 
said “My soul is from elsewhere, I’m sure of 
that, and I intend to end up there.” He also 
said “There is a candle in your heart, ready to 
be kindled. There is a void in your soul, ready 
to be filled. You feel it, don’t you?”

Kentucky Fish & Wildlife 
summer conservation 
camp registration deadline 
extended to May 15 

Students in the fourth 
through sixth grade still have 
time to apply for summer 
conservation camps operated 
by the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources. 

The camp application 
deadline was recently ex¬ 
tended to May 15 to allow 
families more time to plan 
summer activities for their 
children. Each weeklong 
camp session offers kids a 
healthy dose of outdoor fun 
along with skills designed to 
build self-sufficiency. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life operates three camps on 
Cumberland, Grayson and 
Kentucky lakes. 

“There are still spots 
available,” said Laura Bur- 
ford, assistant director of 
Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life’s Information and Edu¬ 
cation Division. “There are 
available weeks at all three 
camps. Parents should con¬ 
tact their local conservation 
educator, call the department 
at 1-800-858-1549 or visit 
our website at fw.ky.gov for 
more information.” 

Camps include overnight 
lodging, three nutritious 
meals a day and a variety of 
fun activities such as swim¬ 
ming, fishing, boating, ar¬ 
chery and more for less than 
$50 a day. Locations include 
Camp John Currie on Ken¬ 
tucky Lake, Camp Earl Wal¬ 
lace on Lake Cumberland 
and Camp Robert Webb on 
Grayson Lake. 

The $230 weekly fee 
also includes camper insur¬ 
ance, transportation to camp 
from a drop-off point in a 
home county and a junior 
sportsman’s license. 

At camp, kids learn to 
fish, cast a fishing rod, pad¬ 
dle a canoe, identify plants 
and wildlife, survive in the 
wilderness, swim and han¬ 
dle firearms safely. A week 
at conservation camp is gift 
that provides many memo¬ 
ries and a firm foundation for 
a lifetime of enjoyment in 
the outdoors. 

“My older son loved 
conservation camp so much, 
he attended three times,” 
Burford said. “My younger 
son will attend conservation 
camp for the second time this 
year.”

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX 
ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Bracken County real property tax roll will be 
opened for inspection from May 6, 2013 through May 20, 
2013. Under the supervision of the property valuation 
administrator or one of the deputies, any person may 
inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2013, assessment on which 
state, county and school taxes for 2013 will be due about 
October 1, 2013. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation 
administrator in the county courthouse and may be inspected 
between the hours 8-4 Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and 
Friday and 8-12 on Wednesday and Saturday. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real 
property made by the PVA must first request a conference 
with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may 
be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real 
property, after the conference with the PVA or designated 
deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment 
appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his or her assessment by 
filing in person or sending a letter or other written petition 
stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and 
stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the 
property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office 
no later than one work day following the conclusion of the 
inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the board, 
either in person or by designated representative, will not 
be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of 
Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be 
made to the county board of assessment appeals. Personal 
property taxpayers shall be served notice under the 
provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest 
and appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 
131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer 
does not agree with the assessed value of personal 
property as determined by the office of property valuation 
administrator. 

1. He or she must list under protest (for certification) 
what he or she believes to be the fair cash value of his or 
her property. 

2. He or she must file a written protest directly with 
the Department of Revenue, Office of Property Valuation 
within 30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 

3. This protest must be in accordance with KRS 
131.110. 

4. The final decision of the Department of Revenue 
may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

Are Your Trees 
in Danger??

Ag and Natural Resources 
Whether it is your shade 
tree in your yard, or the for¬ 
est trees in your woodlot, 
trees have a great value to 
many land and homeown¬ 
ers. Unfortunately, we are 
facing a number of invasive 
insects that are not native to 
our area, and can kill many 
of valuable shade trees and 
timber. One insect that has 
received a lot of attention is 
the Emerald Ash Borer. This 
insect was found in Bracken 
County in 2011. This insect 
has migrated from Michigan 
were the original infesta¬ 
tion occurred. The Bracken 
County Extension Service 


will host a workshop look¬ 
ing at detection and control 
options for invasive insects. 
The program will be on 
May 2 nd at 6:00 at the ex¬ 
tension office. In addition to 
control methods, we will talk 
about forest management 
and decisions that need to 
be considered with our tim¬ 
ber. Along with the Emerald 
Ash Borer, we will discuss 
the Walnut Twig Beetle and 
Thousand Cankers Disease, 
Asian Longhorn Beetle, 
and a new crop, garden, and 
home insect - the Brown 
Marmorated Stink Bug.
